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TV exposes £200 a month on diet pills and vitamins 

UPROAR AT £20k 
BENEFITS MOTHER

A MOTHER of six from Walsall 
has caused a storm on Twitter 
after she said on TV that she 
chose not to work to ‘be there 5 
for her children, while claiming 
£20,000 a year in benefits. 

Sue Moriarty appeared on Channel 
5’s On Benefits programme and said: “I 
believe that women should be at home 
with the children.” 

The 48-year-old says 
that she prefers to be 
at home for her six chil¬ 
dren emotionally, as it 
was revealed she re¬ 
ceives £1,700 of taxpay¬ 
er’s cash each month. 

Sue, who has been 
unemployed for a dec¬ 
ade and claims to be 
a clairvoyant - was 
furious after viewers 
branded her a ‘waste of 
space’ on social media. 
She revealed that she 
spent almost £200 a month on diet pills for her and 
vitamins for her two youngest children, Romeo, 
11, and Jade, 12, as she doesn’t buy fresh fruit or 
vegetables - and even employs a gardener. 

Supported 

She also pays out £50 a month on make-up and 
the same on premium Sky TV. Sue claims that all 
mothers should stay at home to look after their 
kids, meaning she has to be supported by the state. 

Viewer Lauren Skelton who said watching 
the programme had made her ‘so angry’, wrote: 
“£20,000 a year on benefits. That’s £8,000 more 
than I get for working 40 hours a week! Something 
is very wrong.” While @Charly Richards tweeted: 
“I wish the Government would watch this pro¬ 
gramme and cut their benefits clean off or in half 
after knowing how much they get!” 

But defending herself, Sue said: “I believe that 
women should be at home with the children. In 
an ideal world I would have a husband that would 
be able to provide for me. I have been in between 
marriages and the dads have left. Some people stay 
in marriage because they do not want to be alone, 
I’m not like that. 

“I have to make sure that everything is in place 
for my children, which is a full time job in itself. 

“It is really hard to be at home with the chil¬ 
dren, because you just have so many things to do. 
Other people are bitter towards my situation, but 
now it is my time to be able to sit with my kids 
and be with them. The people that know me think 
I work too hard.”

Taxi driver's role in 
£300,000 drugs ring 


A TAXI driver played a signifi¬ 
cant role in two Black Country 
drug rings involving more than 
£300,000 worth of heroin and co¬ 
caine, a judge has ruled. 

Father-of-two Omar Faroq owned 
one property and rented two others 
where the haul was found, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The 28-year-old had been renting a flat 
in Fellows Park Gardens, Pleck, for more 
than seven months when drug dealer Ruhel 
Ahmed, aged 23, was spotted leaving the 
address and arrested on January 3, 2014. 

He is now serving a six-year jail term. 
The flat in which heroin and cocaine val¬ 
ued at £62,000 was found, together with 
£13,500 cash, was described as a ‘drug 
warehouse’ that Ahmed, from Wednesbury 
Road, Walsall, managed. 

Faroq claimed it was a ‘bachelor pad’. 
He had maintained he stopped using the 
address and unofficially sub-let it. Faroq 
bought a house in Foster Street, Darlaston, 
for £90,000, in 2012, but did not move his 
family into the property until 2014. He also 
started to rent a £500-a-month flat in Am - 
pleforth Drive, Willenhall, on a six-month 
lease. 

Police secretly watched two men make 
regular trips to and from the flat over 12 
days. The pair were in a Peugeot when 
stopped by officers outside the address on 
October 22. One had a bag, which held 11 
street deals of heroin. Four phones were 
found and officers also raided the addresses 
at Ampleforth Drive and Foster Street 
linked to Faroq. 

They found £6,000 cash and heroin val¬ 
ued at around £40,000 at the first of these 
while over £200,000 worth of the drug was 
in a tub carrying Faroq’s fingerprints in 
the garage of the other property, revealed 
Mr James Dunstan, prosecuting. 

Faroq confessed to knowing his garage 
was being used by class A drug dealers but 
said he did not know the quantity involved. 

Judge Kristina Montgomery QCsaid: 
“These people were dealing in kilos of 
heroin that were then sold at street level 
and you played a significant role in the 
operation.” The father of two, from Fos¬ 
ter Street, admitted conspiracy to supply 
heroin and cocaine on January 3, 2014 and 
conspiring to supply heroin. He was re¬ 
manded in custody until next month.

THE soon to be former leader of Wal¬ 
sall Council has has hit out at ‘lazy’ 
residents in Walsall who didn’t turn 
out at the polls in the local elections. 

Conservative leader Councillor 
Mike Bird has wished the Labour and 
Liberal Democrat administration well 
but branded the 20-odd per cent turn¬ 
out ‘disgraceful’. 

Councillor Bird added that his 
Conservative party would provide 
‘responsible opposition’ and hold the 
next administration to account. 

It was a disappointing election 
night for the Tories as they failed 
to gain ground in Walsall, and lost 
a key ally in independent councillor 
Pete Smith. With no seats gained 
and a voting partner lost, they were 
destined to lose control, with Labour 
forming a coalition with the Liberal 
Democrats. 

But Councillor Bird does not have 
‘sour grapes’ and has wished the best 
of luck to the incoming administra¬ 
tion. 

He said: “I wish them well. It is a 
difficult job and they will have diffi¬ 
cult decisions to make as any adminis¬ 
tration would. Local government is all 
about numbers and if you don’t have 
the numbers you don’t win. 

“It is not sour grapes but I have 
to say the turnout this year was dis¬ 
graceful. There is no excuse not to 
vote, it is just laziness. These people 
will then complain at the decisions 
made by the administrations but I 
am sorry that is not how it works if 
you can’t be bothered to get off your 
backside.”

Daredevil bike stunt is wheel daft

A DAREDEVIL biker pulled off an 
outrageous stunt as he balanced on 
one leg on his vehicle’s seat while he 
overtook a car and passed through a 
speed camera. 

The stunt, captured by driver An¬ 
drew Vickers’ dashcam, saw the mad¬ 
cap motorcyclist stand on his bike for 
around 10 seconds - sitting down just 
as an oncoming police car appears 
over the brow of a hill. 

Dad-of-two Andrew was with his 
eldest son Oliver, seven, who can be 
heard gasping as the bike overtakes 
them on Moseley Road in Willenhall. 


The motorcyclist keeps both hands 
on the handlebars as he cruises down 
the 30mph road, through a speed 
camera, stood up on just his left leg. 

Andrew, 41, said: “I was equally 
stunned and impressed. My first 
thought was: ‘What an idiot’. 

“I was about to indicate to turn 
right when I saw him coming up on 
the outside pretty fast. I naturally 
slowed down because there was a 
speed camera ahead. I was flabber¬ 
gasted when I saw what he was doing. 
It was risky enough overtaking at a 
speed camera. Obviously as a parent 


and a driver I thought it was crazy 
and totally unsafe. You can hear 
Oliver gasp and laugh so he clearly 
thought it was very impressive. The 
crazy thing was that just as he ap¬ 
proached the brow of the hill, a police 
car came over. If he had been stood 
up for another second then surely he 
would have been caught.” 

Andrew, who is married to 41-year- 
old Sally and has another son, three- 
year-old Benjamin, was driving to 
his brother-in-law’s house when he 
encountered the biker at around 
12.30pm on Monday may 9. 


Thousands of parents 
fined for term holidays 


MORE than 3,900 parents in Walsall 
have been fined for taking their chil¬ 
dren on holiday during term time 
since 2012. 

A total of 3,933 fines have been dished 
out from September 2012 to April 27, 
2016, for unauthorised holidays being 
taken during school-time. 

According to a Freedom of Information Act 
request, this equates to 49,061 days of teaching 
missed while pupils were out of school. 

During the same period, 30 parents were 
taken to court for refusing to pay fines. 

The figures come at a time when the High 
Court has ruled that a man was entitled to take 
his child out of school on holiday due to her 
good attendance record. 

The decision casts doubt on punishing par¬ 
ents for term-time holidays according to some 
politicians, with schools minister Nick Gibb 
pledging to take all ‘measures necessary’ to 
overturn the decision. 

Followed 

Councillor Chris Towe, Walsall Council’s 
cabinet member for education, said: “I am 
afraid I am one of these people who believe the 
children should be in school at all times. It is 
the law and should be followed - it is not put in 
place for no reason. A child should not be taken 
out of school for anything not appropriate and 
for me, holidays are not appropriate. Every day 
missed at school is a lost opportunity. 

“Education at a young age is getting more 
and more important all of the time and tak¬ 
ing your child out of school for a holiday is not 
the right thing to do. I understand parents 
are under financial pressures and they can get 
stung by travel agents in school holidays, but 
that does not excuse breaking the law.” 

The amount of fines dished out in Walsall 
jumped up considerably in 2014, from 638 in 
2013/2014 to 1,412 in 2014/15. So far in this 
academic year, the figure stands at 1,199, up 
to April 27. 

A total of 17 parents were taken to court in 
2012/2013 and 13 in 2013/2014, however there 
have been no similar instances in the last two 
years. In 2013, former Education Secretary Mi¬ 
chael Gove ended the right for schools to grant 
up to 10 days holiday per year for pupils. 

Those that take children out without permis¬ 
sion can be fined £60 per child, rising to £120 if 
it is not paid in 21 days. Failure to pay the fine 
can result in prosecution. 


Family geared up for Cole’s bike bid

A FAMILY is raising funds to get 
their disabled son a bike that 
could completely change his life. 

Six-year-old Cole Richards 
suffers from cerebral palsy. He 
struggles to play with other chil¬ 
dren and can’t fully enjoy his trips 
outdoors. But a new bike, specifi¬ 
cally designed and fitted so that he 
can use it, would give the Abbey 
Primary School pupil a new level 
of freedom. 

His mother Amy, 34, said that 
the device would have a huge im¬ 
pact on Cole’s life. “As he’s get¬ 
ting older, he’s starting to feel 
different from his friends,” she 


said. “He feels he can’t do the 
same sort of things as they do, 
and maybe they think he can’t do 
them either. I try to tell him that 
he can play, he just needs to play 
differently, but it’s not that easy. 

“When we told him about this 
bike, he thought he wouldn’t be 
able to ride it, but as soon as he 
tested it he was so happy. He was 
smiling from ear to ear. 

Amy said she and Cole’s father 
Callum were speechless when they 
saw him test the bike. “I was al¬ 
most crying,” she said. “I couldn’t 
even talk I was so happy.” 

“The bike will build up the mus¬ 


cles in his leg and he’ll be able to 
go outside more. 

“If he can get it, he’ll be able 
to use it in PE at school. Then he 
could join in with the rest of the 
class.” 

The family, who live on Glas¬ 
tonbury Crescent, Bloxwich, in¬ 
cluding Cole’s five-year-old sister 
Kaci, are doing everything they 
can to get the bike, including bake 
sales and fun runs. 

But they would also like help 
from the public to help reach their

HS2 concerns over lack of mainline link 


THERE are ‘significant’ challenges 
to overcome if HS2 is to benefit the 
Black Country and wider West Mid¬ 
lands, transport experts have said in 
a new report. 

The Independent Transport Com¬ 
mission said it was a ‘concern’ that 
two new high-speed stations in the 
region would not directly link with 
existing trains. And it also called 
for rail services’ improvements. It 


said: “The Greater Birmingham and 
West Midlands region has significant 
challenges to overcome in effectively 
integrating HS2 with local and re¬ 
gional transport networks. 

“With improved connectivity to 
London and its own international 
airport, Birmingham can boost the 
regions’ economic offering and con¬ 
tinue to attract an international la¬ 
bour market by positioning itself as 


a desirable destination both as an 
alternative and a complement to the 
London economic region.” 

But It added: “Although the region 
will be served by two HS2 stations, 
there are reasons for concern. With¬ 
out a direct rail link and a cross-plat- 
form connection between classic and 
high-speed rail, excellent passenger 
information and education will be es¬ 
sential alongside conveniences such 


as smart and integrated ticketing,” it 
said. HS2 will cost £55.7 billion link¬ 
ing London and Birmingham before 
forking off to Manchester and Leeds. 

The line will cut through 45 miles 
of Staffordshire countryside. A nine- 
mile spur is set to connect the high¬ 
speed line with Stafford station but 
that section has been thrown into 
doubt amid a review led by Cabinet 
Secretary Jeremy Heywood. 


Traders on high alert 
after spate of raids

SHOP keepers in Willenhall 
are on high alert after a se¬ 
ries of break-ins since the 
start of the month. 

Business owners in the town 
say they have been told by po¬ 
lice that there have been 25 bur¬ 
glaries this month. 

Some traders are claiming they 
are scared to be alone in their shop 
and others saying they will move if 
the trouble continues. 

Andy Newell, who owns family 
run photography studio Blu Pho¬ 
tography said he has been targeted 
twice by the thieves, who have stole 
around £5,000 worth of equipment 
including MacBook’s and cameras. 

He said: “I am absolutely sick 
of this and something needs to be 
done. We are a small business, like 
a lot of others in the town and we 
can’t afford to lose valuable equip¬ 
ment. At the moment it feels like all 
of our money is going on repairing 
damage caused by these thieves or 
trying to get new equipment so we 
can continue working. 

Worrying 

“I haven’t been in the town too 
long and the people here are lovely, 
we really do like it here but if this 
carries on I will have to leave. 

“We have been told by police that 
there have been 25 break-ins since 
the start of the month and that is 
extremely worrying.” Other shops 
targeted include Bet Fred, a Cancer 
Research charity shop which has 
had to temporarily close, shoe shop 
Blunts and Scissors Hairdressers. 

Willenhall councillor Sean Cough- 
lan said the situation needed to be 
looked into by police and Walsall 
Council. He said: “I will be looking 
to speak to West Midlands Police 
and the council about it. We need a 
CCTV upgrade because burglaries 
happen in the town and when we 
try and track down who is culpable 
we hit a wall.” 

West Midlands Police confirmed 
a Walsall man has appeared before 
Walsall and Aldridge magistrates 
accused of a series of crimes in Wil¬ 
lenhall in April and May.

We are going to map out a five 
minute walk zone now ready for September and hope¬ 
fully the parents will be able to park and then walk in to 
school with their children from that zone.” 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, who is taking part in the 
initiative with his own children, said: “It is a perfect op¬ 
portunity for some quality family time and to have a 
good chat with friends on the way to school.” 


Uber starts 
up in area 
with taxis 
from apps 

CONTROVERSIAL taxi firm Uber 
launched in the Black Country, with 
services in Wolverhampton, Dudley 
and Walsall. 

Uber - which has sparked protests 
from traditional cabbies elsewhere 
- sees customers download an app, 
which allows them to order a car di¬ 
rectly from the nearest driver. They 
then get details of the estimated wait¬ 
ing time and cost. 

It already operates in Birmingham, 
but now customers will be able to use 
the uberX app in the Black Country 
for the first time. 

The firm, known for its low prices, 
has said a journey from the Molineux 
to Birmingham’s New Street Station 
could cost around £23, while a journey 
from Wolverhampton Racecourse to 
the Mander Centre could cost around 
£4.50. 

Fouzan Ali, Uber’s general man¬ 
ager in the Midlands, said: “We’re 
really excited to be officially announc¬ 
ing our launch in the Black Country. 
Uber has been a huge success in Bir¬ 
mingham, having been embraced by 
both riders and private hire drivers.” 

He said the firm had branched out 
in the region due to demand from cus¬ 
tomers. 

The company has also applied for a 
licence to operate in Sandwell and Mr 
Ali said he was ‘confident’ it would be 
approved. No application has yet been 
made to operate in Staffordshire, but 
Mr Ali said it was ‘definitely some¬ 
thing we would consider’. 

“In the last 90 days alone, 20,000 
people tried to get an Uber, but they 
couldn’t, so what we have done is re¬ 
sponded to that and we wanted to pro¬ 
vide the service.” 

Wetherspoon pubs 
put on the market 

A WALSALL town centre pub and one 
in Lichfield are among 33 being sold 
by the J D Wetherspoon chain. 

It closed The Imperial in Darwell 
Street, Walsall, in March and is also 
selling The Gatehouse in Bird Street, 
Lichfield. 

The pubs group, which owns nearly 
1,000 pubs, has sold a number of its 
sites in recent months to rival chains. 

Most of the 33 are in London and 
the south of England, but the list also 
includes The Solomon Cutler in Bir¬ 
mingham and Tamworth’s Silk Kite.

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Hundreds 
of pets are 
stolen, say 
new figures 

STAFFORDSHIRE bull terriers, ca¬ 
naries, carp and a cockerel are among 
the range of pets reported stolen 
to West Midlands Police in the past 
three years. 

A Freedom of Information request 
made by the Express & Star revealed 
that a total of 175 pet thefts were re¬ 
ported but just 11 people - less than 
10 per cent, were charged or had fur¬ 
ther action taken against them in con¬ 
nection with the offences. 

There were 56 recorded crimes in 
2013, 64 in 2014 and 55 last year. 

In terms of those who were charged 
or had further action taken against 
them, there were five in 2013, two in 
2014 and four last year. 

The majority of pets taken were 
dogs, including Jack Russells, pugs 
and an American bulldog. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson recently encouraged dog 
owners to get their pets micro-chipped 
after being contacted about a spate of 
dog thefts in the area. 

Deter 

“Our pets are part of our family and 
there is understandable distress when 
an animal is lost or stolen from a fam¬ 
ily home,” he said. “It is certainly not 
acceptable that dogs are being stolen 
and I hope that with micro-chipping 
becoming compulsory this will deter 
people in the future.” 

The data released from West Mid¬ 
lands Police also revealed that in 
2013, there were 11 birds, 31 dogs, 
two cats, one reptile and two horses 
stolen. Also stolen was specialist fish 
- a koi carp, a snake, two carp, two 
sheep, a kitten, a guinea pig, chicken 
and a duck. 

In 2014, 16 birds, 28 dogs, two cats, 
one reptile and two horses were taken. 

A number of hens, budgies, pigeons, 
as well as two carp, sheep and eight 
rabbits. 

library works 
finish put back 

REPAIRS at an historic library will 
take an additional six weeks after a 
damaging leak was mended. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan hit out 
at lack of progress at Willenhall Li¬ 
brary on Walsall Street where work 
to repair a leak and other problems 
started more than a month ago. 

She said a scanning machine in the 
library had suffered water damage as 
a result and the walls were mouldy, 
with cracking plasterwork. 

Today Chris Holliday, head of lei¬ 
sure, culture and operations at Wal¬ 
sall Council, said the leak has been 
fixed but it was found in the pro¬ 
cess that a down pipe had also been 
blocked. The obstruction has since 
been cleared. 

He said: “We now need to ensure 
that the internal finishes within the 
building have dried out before repair¬ 
ing and redecorating. It is anticipated 
that this work should be complete 
within the next six weeks.”

Man was found 
dead in house 


SPECIALIST lawyers are investigat¬ 
ing the death of a Walsall man who 
contracted mesothelioma, an incur¬ 
able cancer caused by exposure to 
asbestos. 

John Farmer died at the age of 84 back 
in August 2013 after a year-long battle 
with the disease. 

Before he died he believed he had been ex¬ 
posed to asbestos while working as a die caster 
at the Aluminium Bronze Company Limited, in 
Wallows Lane, Walsall, where he worked from 
1959 and 1980. 

He recalled the foundry building he worked 
in containing asbestos, as many buildings did 
between the 1960s and 80s, in the roof struc¬ 
ture and also the pipework of the building. 

The HM Coroner for the Black Country re¬ 
turned a conclusion of death by an industrial 
disease at an inquest on March, 13, 2014 and 
now his family have instructed lawyers to 
look into his death. John’s widow Jill, 75, and 
daughters, Linda and Wendy, have instructed 
specialist asbestos-related disease lawyers at 
Irwin Mitchell to investigate how and where 
he was exposed to the material at work. 

Questions 

Linda, aged 53, said: “It was absolutely ter¬ 
rible for us to see Dad go through so much pain 
and suffering as he battled mesothelioma. To 
find out the disease may have been caused by 
his exposure to asbestos at work has left us 
with a number of unanswered questions. We 
are now appealing to his former colleagues to 
help us understand how he was exposed to as¬ 
bestos at work and what was done to protect 
him and those who worked alongside him.” 

Satinder Bains, a Partner and expert asbes¬ 
tos-related disease lawyer at Irwin Mitchell 
representing the family, added: “In the UK 
more than 2,500 people die every year from 
mesothelioma and the disease can cause a great 
deal of pain and suffering for victims. His fam¬ 
ily have been left devastated by his death and 
they are now looking for answers about how 
and where he was exposed to the asbestos. 

“We would like to hear from anyone who 
worked alongside John at Aluminium Bronze 
Company Limited who can provide details of 
the presence of asbestos and the measures, if 
any, in place to protect workers.”

“The purpose of Saturday was 
to launch the vote leave campaign 
in Walsall. We were asking people 
to place a coloured ball in a box to 
see whether they would vote in or 
out. There were a few people say¬ 
ing they were going to vote in and 
that is their choice, my vote is no 
more powerful than anyone else’s. 
It was a good day and we even had 


people coming from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton to get involved. 

“It is going to the biggest say we 
have had on the county’s future 
direction since the last referen¬ 
dum. Locally we are trying to do 
our bit, we are bringing the ref¬ 
erendum to the borough. The big 
issue for me is that we have had 
to make so many savings whilst 
we give a lot of money every week 
to the EU and I certainly haven’t 
seen any benefit for Walsall.”

An inquest at Cannock Coroner’s 
Court heard that he had been suffer¬ 
ing from hypothermia. Police were 
called to the house in Walsall Road. 
South Staffordshire coroner Andrew 
Haigh said he could not rule the death 
to be natural causes, as Mr Elsam had 
been suffering hypothermia. He re¬ 
corded a verdict of accidental death. 

Pub to make 
way for homes 

A VANDAL-HIT former pub in 
Wednesbury will be bulldozed and re¬ 
placed by 13 homes, under new plans. 

Proposals for the Cottage Inn in 
Wood Green Road have been submit¬ 
ted to Sandwell Council. 

Two three-bed houses and 11 two- 
bed houses will be built on the site. 

A design and access statement sub¬ 
mitted as part of the planning package 
states: “At present the land is unused 
and derelict, it is the site of a public 
house which is still to be demolished. 

“The pub was out of use and fell 
into decay when it was vandalised, 
subject to squatting and fire damage.” 

Council planners will rule on the 
scheme in due course.

Unemployment may 
be back on the rise

JOHN CORSER looks at the 
growing spectre of job losses 
which might lead to worrying 
increases in unemployment 


THERE are worrying signs that un¬ 
employment in the West Midlands 
is on the rise despite the number in 
work in the region hitting a record 
high of 2.65 million. 

With the impact of the possible closure 
of British Gas’s offices in Oldbury and 
potential job losses in the wake of the col¬ 
lapse of retail chain BHS it is feared that 
the trend of rising numbers in work and 
fewer people claiming unemployment 
benefits could reverse. 

Unemployment fell in the UK in the period 
January to March and a record 31.5 million 
people are in work, but there is evidence that 
the jobs market could be “cooling off’. 

Unemployment dipped by just 2,000 in 
the quarter to 1.69 million and has fallen by 
139,000 over the past year. 

Redundancies 

In the West Midlands the number out of 
work was up by 8,000 for the three months, 
but for the year is down by 24,000. 

The region has been hit by a number of 
business closures and redundancies in re¬ 
cent months including the collapse of Caparo 
Industries which had sites across the Black 
Country. 

The national claimant count was down by 
2,400 last month to 737,800 and job vacancies 
were down by 18,000 to 745,000, the first fall 
for almost a year. 

The numbers claiming Jobseeker’s Allow¬ 
ance and other unemployment benefits in the 
West Midlands rose 390 to 80,745 - 2.3 per 
cent of the working population - last month. 

Dudley saw the highest rise in the Black 
Country with numbers claiming up 185 to 
5,540 (2.9 per cent). Sandwell rose 180 to 
7,085 (3.6 per cent), Walsall by 150 to 4,650 


(2.8 per cent) and Wolverhampton was up 40 
to 6,570 (4.1 per cent). 

Staffordshire was up 30 to 5,040 (0.9 per 
cent) with Stafford rising by 20 to 630 (0.8 per 
cent). Cannock Chase was down five to 735 
(1.2 per cent) with no change in Lichfield (400, 
0.7 per cent) and South Staffordshire (710, one 
per cent). 

The number of claimants in Wyre Forest, 
which includes Kidderminster, fell by 55 to 
695 (1.2 per cent). 

Secretary of State for Work and Pensions, 
Stephen Crabb, said: “These are another re¬ 
cord-breaking set of figures, with more people 
in work than ever before and the unemploy¬ 
ment rate is at the lowest in a decade at 5.1 
per cent. 

“There is great news in the West Midlands 
as the number of people in work continues to 
grow - up 30,000 over the past year alone - 


bringing total employment to a record 2.65 
million. 

“More people in work means that more fam¬ 
ilies across the UK are benefitting from the 
security of a regular wage and the fulfilment 
that employment brings.” 

David Freeman, a senior statistician at the 
Office for National Statistics, said: “The em¬ 
ployment rate has hit another record high, but 
this time the increase is quite modest. 

Buoyant 

With unemployment very little changed, 
that is further evidence the jobs market could 
be cooling off.” 

But business development spokesman for 
JobCentre Plus in Wolverhampton Cathy 
Taylor said that there were still a lot of jobs 
coming on to market in the Black Country and 
surrounding areas. 


“The labour market is still buoyant and 
there are a lot of jobs out there. Some bigger 
employers and even some smaller ones are 
taking on additional staff. We have small busi¬ 
nesses coming in to the JobCentre asking for 
new people. In manufacturing thee are a lot of 
packing roles available and warehousing firms 
are looking for forklift truck drivers particu¬ 
larly at the i54 site. 

“From the summer onwards we expect Am¬ 
azon at Rugeley to be stepping up recruitment 
and in the hospitality sector national compa¬ 
nies are recruiting across the Black Country, 
particularly in Wolverhampton. The casino in 
Temple Street, Wolverhampton, is also after 
trainee croupiers,” she explained. 

Mrs Taylor said the retail sector in Wol¬ 
verhampton was expected to pick up once the 
redevelopment of the Mander Centre was com¬ 
pleted.

He had starred in the film version of 
that film which starred Margaret Ru¬ 
therford and Michael Redgrave, during 
1952. Richard also starred in a Hitch¬ 
cock classic in 1956 called The Man 
Who Knew Too Much, starring Doris 
Daywhich gave us one of the greatest 
songs in the world Que Sera Sera, sung 
by Doris Day.

Rail electrification 
is well on track

WORK to deliver speedier journeys between Walsall and 
Rugeley by electrifying the line are on track. 

Valerie Vaz, Walsall South MP, and Amanda Milling, MP 
for Cannock Chase, met with workers on site to see the 
work that has already taken place. 

The £36 million project by Network Rail, which will be 
completed in December 2017, will provide passengers on 
the Chase Line with faster and quieter journeys. 

The main works have started after a programme of track 
lowering and bridge reconstruction. 

Commuters are being warned to expect closures and de¬ 
lays next summer.Future activity will include track work 
to provide for faster trains, signalling changes and the re¬ 
placement of Bloxwich level crossing with a footbridge and 
traffic diversions to ensure the area is safe. Electric trains 
will be on the track and ready for use by May 2018. 

Valerie Vaz, who unveiled a plaque commemorating the 
start of the works, said: “I’m so pleased and delighted that 
this project is part of the Walsall infrastructure and the 
borough will see huge benefits when it starts to run.” 

The work has seen 180 jobs created in the town as Net¬ 
work Rail focused on employing people who live locally. 

Ms Milling added: “Over the last six months one of big¬ 
gest issues I’ve faced is the difficulty with the Chase Line, 
in particular over-crowding and so seeing a better service 
is something I am keen on. The Designer Outlet Village po¬ 
sitioned where it is so close and it’s ideal for getting people 
to use rail services as well as roads.”

Takeaway closed 
for nine days as 
droppings found 


A TAKEAWAY was closed for nine 
days and ordered to pay thou¬ 
sands of pounds after mouse 
droppings were found inside the 
building. 

Environmental health officers took 
action against Spicy Land in Harden 
Road, Walsall, following a site visit last 
month. 

Officers said the droppings had placed 
the public’s health at risk and they had de¬ 
cided to take action against the business for 
falling ‘outside the required hygiene stand¬ 
ards’. 

Legal action was taken against director, 
Ibrar Kabir, and the company itself. Both 
pleaded guilty at Walsall Magistrates’ Court 
to three offences of failing to comply with 
health and safety rules. Both were fined 
£1,000 for each of the three offences, and 
ordered to pay £2,204 costs and a victim 
surcharge of £300. 


David Elrington, the council’s regulatory 
services manager, said: “Food business op¬ 
erators must carry out regular checks as 
mice are not always visible but evidence of 
their activity should be. 

“Mice spread diseases such as salmonella 
and their faeces can contaminate food prod¬ 
ucts thereby placing the public’s health at 
risk.” 

Spicy Land on Harden Road was ordered 
to close for a period of nine days in April 
2015 after a visit from officers who found 
mouse droppings inside the premises.

THE EU referendum dominated the debate as Question 
Time rolled into Walsall. More than half the hour-long 
show chaired by David Dimbleby was centred on the up¬ 
coming Brexit vote. The first question on Thursday - posed 
by a young man called Daniel - was if it is racist to want 
to leave the EU. 

UKIP deputy leader Paul Nuttall clashed with Labour’s 
Yvette Cooper. Mr Nuttall said immigration has ‘put Brit¬ 
ish people at the back of the queue’ while Ms Cooper de¬ 
cried Nigel Farage’s rhetoric as being ‘not dissimilar to 
Enoch Powell’. Liberal Democrat leader Tim Farron said: 
“Immigration to this country is by far much more a bless¬ 
ing than a curse.” 

Former Channel 4 economics editor Paul Mason de¬ 
scribed Vote Leave campaigner and former Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson as ‘debasing the rationality of the 
debate’. 

As the programme entered its second half the discussion 
moved on to the NHS and its future. Audience member 
Kevin Wilkes asked the panel if it is ‘time for the NHS to 
be run independently rather than like a political football?’ 

One angry NHS worker in the crowd said Health Secre¬ 
tary Jeremy Hunt should resign - but Tory Energy Secre¬ 
tary Amber Rudd, perhaps unsurprisingly, said: “Naturally 
I disagree.” 

Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS Trust board mem¬ 
ber Harjinder Kang was also in the crowd and said the 
NHS ‘needs to be taken out of the political environment’. 


Watchdog 
calls for 
services 
to improve 


MENTAL health services across Dudley and 
Walsall must improve, the health watchdog 
has ruled following an inspection. 

The Dudley and Walsall Mental Health Partner¬ 
ship NHS Trust has been rated as ‘requires im¬ 
provement’ overall following a detailed assessment 
of the three hospitals it runs. 


The Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) found a re¬ 
view of patient safety was 
of a ‘poor standard’ and said 
care plans were not always 
‘holistic, person centred or 
recovery focused’. 

The regulator said the 
safety of some staff and pa¬ 
tients was ‘compromised’ as 
there were not alarm sys¬ 
tems in place in all areas. 
The Beeches Day Hospital 
in Walsall did not have an 
operational alarm system at 
all at the time of inspection, 
it was said. 

Inspectors also reported 
‘inconsistencies’ in informal 
patients being able to leave 
wards, as is their right. 

The trust employs more 
than 1,000 people across 29 
sites and runs three main 
units in the two boroughs; 
Bloxwich Hospital, Bushey 
Fields Hospital in Dudley 
and Dorothy Pattison Hos-

pital in Walsall. While the 
trust was told services must 
improve overall, the CQC 
described day-to-day prac¬ 
tice as caring, responsive 
and well-led. 

Following the publica¬ 
tion of the report, bosses at 
the trust vowed to improve 
areas where they were 
deemed to be not doing 
enough. But the trust also 
pointed to the many positive 
aspects of the report, includ¬ 
ing high morale among staff 
and a ‘clear vision and set 
of values’ which put patient 
safety as its top priority. 

Acting chief executive 
Mark Axcell said: “We wel¬ 
come the feedback from the 
CQC and although we are 
disappointed with the final 
rating the report highlights 
many areas of good prac¬ 
tice.”

Cars are 
seized by 
police in 
operation 

MORE than 100 vehicles 
have been seized in the West 
Midlands and 39 people ar¬ 
rested in the first few days 
of a crack down on crime. 

West Midlands Police 
have been working with of¬ 
ficers from Romania, Lithu¬ 
ania and Holland as part of 
Operation Trivium, which 
targets foreign national of¬ 
fenders operating or taking 
shelter in the UK. 

The arrests include a 
44-year-old Polish man, who 
was picked up at an address 
in Maple Grove, Lozells, on 
Tuesday and a 62-year-old 
Czech man who was stopped 
on Wednesday in a vehicle 
on the M5. They are wanted 
to face fraud and burglary 
charges, respectively, in 
their home countries. 

The men were detained 
under European Arrest 
warrants and will now be 
deported to face justice. And 
three Romanian men were 
arrested southbound on the 
M5 on suspicion of stealing 
TVs and champagne from 
a Co-Op store in Stafford¬ 
shire. 

The week-long operation 
sees officers able to carry 
out swift intelligence checks 
on police systems across 
Europe and provide police 
patrols on UK roads with a 
complete picture on any sus¬ 
pects they encounter - and 
ensure no crime suspects 
slip through the net. 

Ch Insp Jed White from 
the Central Motorway Po¬ 
lice Group, said: “We’ve 
made some notable arrests 
and seized a total of 124 ve¬ 
hicles in the West Midlands. 

“Trivium is a fantastic ex¬ 
ample of partnership work¬ 
ing with a range of agencies, 
including the National 
Crime Agency.”

Double honour for 
D-Day hero Arthur 
from French mayor

A SECOND World War vet¬ 
eran who was recently 
awarded a Legion d’honneur 
medal from the President of 
France, has once more been 
honoured by the country he 
helped liberate during the 
war. 

Arthur Utley, aged 93, from Wil- 
lenhall, has now been honoured 
by the Mayor and MP of Drancy, 
Jean-Christophe Lagrade. 

Drancy, a suburb of Paris, is the city 
which Arthur and his allied comrades 
helped to free during the summer of 
1944. 

Arthur recently returned to France 
on VE Day, May 8, some 72 years after 
the D-Day Landings, and as the guest 
of honour at a special commemorative 
service, held at Drancy’s Town Hall. 

During his active service in France, 
Arthur saw fierce fighting and lost 
comrades and friends. He has main¬ 
tained strong links with the country 
in which he fought and regularly visits 
Drancy to remember and honour those 
who have fallen, and share time with 
the French people - who treat him as 
‘one of their own’. 

Arthur said: “I return each year to 
France because it is important to me. 
I was very proud to be invited to this 
special ceremony and honour the con¬ 
tinuing links between English World 
War II veterans and France. 

“I accept the citizens of Drancy’s 
thanks and their kind sentiments on 
behalf of all my fellow veterans who 
were part of the D-Day Landings. 

Display 

“And by way of honouring our coun¬ 
tries shared histories and connections, 
I was also able to carry out an impor¬ 
tant civic duty while I was there too. 

“I gave Jean - Christophe Lagarde, 
Mayor of Drancy a special town plaque 
from councillor Angela Underhill, our 
own Mayor here in Walsall. 

“He was very touched and it is now 
on display in the Drancy Mayoral Par¬ 
lour. “ 

Mr Utley was called up in 1942, 
he joined the Royal Army Ordnance 
Corps (RAOC) and alongside many 
others was transferred to a landing 
craft in the early hours of 6th June 
1944 and crossed the channel without 
any knowledge of where he was head¬ 
ing. 

His vessel formed part of the 7,000 
strong flotilla of ships and boats that 
landed on Gold Beach on June 6, 1944 
in preparation for the historic allied 
D-Day Landings. 

A letter sent to him by the Mayor 
of Drancy is a mark of just how highly 
World War Two veterans who helped 
liberate the country are regarded in 
France. 

The letter reads: “It is with great 
pleasure that I have just learned that 
you have officially received the insig¬ 


nia of Chevalier in the National Order 
of the Legion of Honour military title 
for your conduct during the landing in 
France. 

“As you have regularly participated 
in commemoration ceremonies for the 
Second World War, we are particularly 
proud and honoured that the French 
Republic has awarded you this honour 
for your participation in the fight for 
freedom leading to the liberation of 
France. 

“Therefore, I invite you to partici¬ 
pate as a guest of honour at the next 
commemoration ceremony for the May 
8, 1945 Armistice, which will take 
place on Sunday May 8, 2016 at 9 am 
at Drancy City Hall. 

“As they were the first to inform of 
the good news, the veterans of Drancy 


will be pleased to pay a well-deserved 
tribute to your military service. 

“It is our collective duty to express 
to you our profound respect and grat¬ 
itude for your actions over seventy 
years ago. The British people “tran¬ 
scended by Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill proved that it was possible 
to stop the Nazi expansion and lead 
fighters from the Free World to victory 
through the landings on the beaches 
of France. 

“This tribute to you will then be 
dedicated to all those who sacrificed 
their lives for the freedom of the 
French people and the triumph over 
barbarism. Until we find ourselves 
together, please accept, Mr le Chev- 
allier de la Legion d’honneur, the as¬ 
surances of my highest consideration.”

The UK will go to the polls on 
June 23 to decide whether to stay 
in Europe or leave. 

Mr Jamieson said: “The EU ref¬ 
erendum is the most important 
decision the people of the UK will 
make in 50 years. The West Mid¬ 
lands currently gains a lot from 
its strong links with EU partners, 
especially on the big issues such as 
terrorism.” 


The commissioner said that 
staying in the EU would help 
combat criminal gangs who are 
‘highly-mobile’ and ‘tech-sawy’ 
and work without geographical 
boundaries. 

Another example of benefitting 
from staying in the EU would be 
the ability to enforce a European 
Arrest Warrant, according to Mr 
Jamieson. He said: “Organised 
crime gangs are spreading their 
tentacles far and wide. 

“Gone are the days when crim¬ 
inals would operate in one single 
area. Today, they are highly-mo¬ 
bile, tech-savvy with no geo¬ 
graphic boundaries. 

“Our enforcement needs to be 
equally mobile and work across 
national boundaries.”

Devolve spending vow 
by leader of coalition 


THE next leader of Walsall Council 
has pledged to give areas their own 
budgets as part of a reform to shift 
power to the people. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan says 
he wants to devolve some spend¬ 
ing powers from the council house 
directly to wards such as Darlaston 
and Willenhall. 

His plan would include devolved 
spending on roads and footpaths, 
so the wards could decide what 
needs to be repaired. It comes after 
councillor Coughlan announced he 
and his Labour group had formed 
a coalition with the Lib Dems to 
take control of Walsall council. The 
group has already said it will make a 
U-turn on Tory plans to close seven 
libraries and scrap the Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau grant. 


Speaking on his plans for the 
council, Councillor Coughlan said: 
“It will be a continuation of the 
10 months or so when we were in 
control between 2014 and 2015. We 
will be about supporting people and 
putting people first. 

“We proved that last time by cut¬ 
ting senior management wages to 
help fund local services. 

“We will continue to support local 
our local services. There are not any 
elections in Walsall for two years 
now so it gives us time to plan.” 

Under the newly formed coali¬ 
tion, Beechdale, Blakenall, New 
Invention, Rushall, South Walsall, 
Walsall Wood and Pleck Libraries 
will all remain open. 

But council tax will still rise by 
3.99 per cent.

Magical memories of an exciting 
childhood with an Italian flavour 


ALTHOUGH small in numbers, 
the Italians of Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Birmingham made a 
significant contribution to the re¬ 
gion’s social and economic life. 

Their families arrived here from the 
late 19th century, when the economy 
in southern Italy collapsed and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands fled poverty. 

Most of them headed for the USA, but a 
few came to Britain. 

Prominent among those Italian Wulfruni- 
ans were the Marandolas and Leos, and 
Geoff Leo has written in with some of his 
memories of growing up in Wolverhampton. 

“Dad worked in the ice cream, Percy Leo 
and Sons, still trading, in Thomas Street. 
He was the eldest son, William, or Bill to 
his wife, and Our Willie to his sisters. Percy 
was really Pasquale, a first generation im¬ 
migrant from Italy who started the busi¬ 
ness before the Second World War from the 
front room of the family house in Graiseley 


MEMORY LANE

Street. “Grandad Leo died just before I was 
born, the year of the Queen’s accession, 
1952, and the year dad and his brother 
bought their first ice cream van. 

“Mum, Nan and Granddad, and Uncle 
Pat, whose family lived for a short while in 
the front room, were all from Reydon, Suf¬ 
folk; a village outside the seaside town of 
Southwold. 

“Dad was too young to serve when war 
broke out in 1939, but later joined the 
Army. His flat feet meant he was unable 
to march, so he was transferred from the 
infantry to the engineers and he became a 
specialist in bomb disposal. With the threat 
of invasion gone the British beaches which 
had been mined to defend against a German 
assault, now had to be cleared. Dad began in 
Norfolk, then commanded a party of Pris¬ 
oners of War to do the job further south. He 
met my mum, Edna, and they married in 


1946. Mum was only 18 and my big brother, 
Alan, was born the following year in Hurn 
Crag Road, Reydon. 

Moving to Wolverhampton, dad got him 
a job at the Star Aluminium, where he 
worked happily till his retirement. The best 
of my weekend friends was Tony Perry, 
who lived next door. 

Tony was a little older than me and an 
only child who has written extensively 
about our times together in his excellent 
historical work ‘Of The River People’. I re¬ 
call Saturday mornings best and our trips 
to the children’s matinee clubs at the ABC 
or Odeon picture houses. 

The Clifton, or “fleapit”, opposite the 
ABC didn’t cater for us and the Gaumont 
by the library appeared too posh for us 
kids. Ninepence was the cost of an excel¬ 
lent morning’s entertainment. There’d be a 
couple of Loony Toons cartoons, some Pearl 
&Dean commercials, then a cliff-hanger, 
maybe Flash Gordon or Zorro before the 
interval. 

With the usherettes busy dealing with 


queues of rowdy kids buying Kia Ora, But- 
terkist or a Jubbly, some of the more un¬ 
scrupulous of the children would let their 
mates in via the emergency exits. The man¬ 
ager then invited children onto stage if it 
was their birthday, or if they had created 
something at school. Once I won third place 
for a piece of embroidery (I had no shame). 
Only three had gone up on stage and my 
prize was a torch. 

During the main film the manager’s 
voice came over the speaker, “Will the boy 
who won the torch please stop shining it 
on the screen!” The main event could be 
swashbuckling pirates, gun toting cowboys, 
whooping Indians or ray gun firing space¬ 
men. 

We would leave the cinema galloping 
and tapping our bottoms and emitting all 
sorts of sounds to indicate galloping hooves, 
machine guns or skidding tyres, but would 
instantly have to quieten down to enter Be¬ 
atties. James Beattie’s Department Store 
was the shining light of Wolverhampton, 
and was wonderful.

Mothers reunion 
celebrates venue 

BACK in the late 1960s the hip- 
pest rock venue in Brum was 
found above a furniture store on 
Erdington High Street. 

Among the acts that per¬ 
formed, and sometimes recorded, 
at Mothers were Pink Floyd, The 
Who (performing Tommy) and a 
local band called Black Sabbath, 
who soon became known for 
their flamboyant frontman. 

After some 400 gigs, the club

Looking at the benefits 
of the Welfare system 


A re single mothers receiving 
benefits living the life of Riley? 
Or is it more a case of living on 
the breadline? 

Single mum-of-two Myleene Klass 
is turning investigator for this new 
documentary in which she hopes to 
find out what parents on benefits are 
spending their cash on. 

Myleene is never far from the public 
eye as a TV presenter and performer, 
but sees being one of Britain’s two 
million single parents as her most 
important job. 

However, she struggles with a 
stigma she feels is attached to the 
single-mother status and looks to 
uncover why single mums feel like 
they get such a hard time. 

“When I read the headlines about 
single mums on benefits, living the 
high life, refusing to work, it makes 
me, like everyone else, furious. 

‘These stories do nothing to help 
the image of single parents 
everywhere, leaving [us] all feeling 
tarred with the same brush. 

“So I want to find out the truth 
behind the headlines.” 


Myleene starts her journey by 
speaking to ‘Welfare Queen’ Marie 
Buchan, an unemployed single 
mother of eight children who caused 
outrage when she publicly declared 
her £26,000 benefits weren’t enough. 

Marie says getting the benefits is a 
simple process: “You obviously have a 
baby, you send off the application 
form, birth certificate, they assess it 
and then you’ve got your money in 
your account. It is very easy.’” 

Next it’s onto Margate, where 
Myleene meets teen mum Becky. 

She says: “I got quite a lot of 
negative comments from everyone. 
They just called me dirty, disgusting. 

‘There was one incident where 
someone actually followed me home 
and were shouting and swearing at 
me, so I was running with the buggy 
because I don’t really want to get 
beaten up with my son.” 

Myleene also heads to North Wales 
to stay with 43-year-old single mother 
Rhiannon, who relies on state benefits 
after being made redundant and 
losing the family home shortly after 
her marriage broke down. 


She now looks after her trio of 
children and her grandmother in a 
rented house. 

“It’s a bridge for now,” she says. “You 
almost feel like it’s a failure. You get a 
little bit embarrassed about it.” 

Myleene takes Rhiannon to meet a 
group of single mothers called Single 
With Kids in the Delamere Forest. 

Rhiannon describes her 
experiences with the group as, ‘Like 
an epiphany.’ She says: “I’ve gone 
through that walk and come back and 
it’s like, ‘Yeah we’re single mums, and 
look what we do.’” 

There are 200,000 single dads 
raising their kids in Britain, and many 
of them also on rely on benefits. 

So with that in mind, Myleene visits 
Dad’s House, a charity where fathers 
get the chance to talk to other single 
dads. 

One father, Luke, tells her: “I hated 
myself for having to go to the job 
centre. People ask you, ‘How do you 
get your money?’When I say income 
support, ‘Oh, dole dosser scum.’ I 
don’t want to claim but I have no 
choice.”

A good tradition - The Horns Inn, Rugeley

Trying new pubs can be risky but at 
Horns you'll be inn for a real treat 


EXPLORING new pubs is always 
risky but our minds were instant¬ 
ly put at ease on entering The 
Horns Inn. 

But before going inside, we had a 
quick peek outside. If you’re going for 
a day out at Cannock Chase or simply 
venturing a little further afield for 
some good nosh, this is the pub to wind 
up at. 

Based on the edge of Rugeley, in Slitting 
Mill and a five-minute walk from The Chase, 
the pub sits next to a fishing pond and has 
a handy bus stop for those who don’t drive 
and ample parking for those who do. And 
so we entered. Refurbished back in 2014, 
everything still looks fresh and clean - no 
sticky floors or ‘old pub’ smell in this place. 

The interior has a trendy, yet traditional 
feel. The mismatched chairs, wooden tables,

exposed brick walls, stone fireplace and 
firewood make for a rustic and relaxed feel. 
It may sound olde-worlde, but the stone- 
coloured walls, new wooden flooring and 
modern lighting gives the place a refreshing 
21st century air. 

Within five minutes of us being seated 
and we had already had a good look at 
the menu. I went for the pan fried but¬ 
ton mushrooms in a garlic and herb sauce 
served with ciabatta to start, while my fi¬ 
ance opted for the fresh homemade soup of 
the day - butternut squash. 

For the mains, which arrived promptly. 
I’d gone for freshly prepared linguine with 
tomato and basil sauce, while my fiance 
had chosen the 21-day aged lOoz sirloin 
steak, cooked medium rare (as requested) 
and served with grilled tomato, mushroom, 


peas and homemade chips. The chips here 
are to die for - literally like going to a soft, 
potato heaven with well-seasoned skinned 
pearly gates. 

Being a vegetarian, unfortunately I 
couldn’t taste test his mains, but he assured 
me the steak was tender and not too greasy. 

Positive 

He sliced through it easily enough, with 
about the right amount of chewiness/tough¬ 
ness and made contended grunting noises 
throughout - all in all, a very positive re¬ 
sponse. 

My linguine was perfectly cooked - the 
pasta breaking easily in my mouth, but 
retaining a firm texture. The tomato sauce 
took me back to our recent trip to Italy, 
sipping wine in the sun and consuming 
enough pasta to fill a crater. Sliced cour¬ 
gettes, onions and peppers really brought 


out the simple, yet very scrumptious basil 
and tomato sauce. We had been aiming for a 
pudding, but I was filled to the brim. 

Two starters, two mains and three drinks 
came in at £50.90, which some may consider 
a tad pricey, but put the quality (and quan¬ 
tity) of food on a set of scales with money 
on the other side and I’d say you have a 
fairly balanced load. Plus I must add my 
other half went for one of the most expen¬ 
sive things on the menu (as ever) - the lOoz 
sirloin steak, which was £18.95 - whereas 
most mains range from £9.95 to £12.95. 

The pub also caters for all alcoholic 
tastes. Alongside a selection of ales, cider 
and wine, it’s a gin lover’s paradise with 
more than 48 artisan options and there’s 
even a whiskey snug to settle into for a 
more cosy night out. I can safely say we will 
be back for a tipple or two, plus I need to try 
out their bean burger.

New Ibiza 
could be 
a bit of a 
bargain

CLOSE your eyes and you could be driving a 
Volkswagen or an Audi ... or a Skoda, come 
to that. 

There’s the same slick precision about the way 
everything works; the result of sinking billions of eu¬ 
ros in development costs in budgets decided long 
before the VW Group’s recent woes raised their ex¬ 
pensive heads. 

Now open your eyes (best do it soon if the car is moving) 
and you’ll discover the badge reads SEAT, from the Spanish 
outpost of the world’s biggest - or second biggest - car 
maker. 

That means it’s supposed to slip into a VW Group port¬ 
folio where Audi equals posh, Volkswagen is solidly middle 
class, Skoda is all about value (not cheap prices any more) 
and SEAT has a touch of Latin zing. 

Take the car tested here. It’s the latest and mildly modified 
version of the popular Ibiza, uniquely offered in cars of this 
size as a three-door hatch (the SC), a more practical 5-door 
or the ST, for Sports Tourer, or what you and I call an estate. 

Prices start at precisely £10,000 and adding a couple of 
doors costs £450 but the boot space says the same. Opt 
for the estate and it’s a slightly longer car with a much big¬ 
ger load area and a price hike of £1,150 over the three-door 
Ibiza. 

The refreshed range looks much the same as before, with 
only LED driving lights on dearer models and a new choice 
of colours and alloy wheels to give the game away. Inside, 
there’s a new steering wheel and new look dials and trim. 

Looker 

So, not much to talk about there, but the Ibiza always was 
a bit of a looker in a class where stodgy rules more strongly 
than smart. 

Rather more happens in the bits that matter most, from 
new steering to refreshed range of eight engines, starting 
with a 75 horsepower three-cylinder petrol unit and topping 
out with 192 when the new 146mph Cupra version arrives. 

No price for that yet, but the 1.2 litre CONNECT model 
on test costs £14,170 as a three-door SC. Diesels (with only 
a single 1.4 litre on offer in a class that is wildly tilted to¬ 
wards petrol) cost from £16,885 and come with a company 
tax efficient 95g/km rating and theoretical 78.5mpg average 
consumption. 

SEAT is pushing the connectivity of this latest Ibiza, mean¬ 
ing that if you choose the right model, or add an upgrade, 
you can turn your car into a version of your smartphone. In¬ 
deed, go for a CONNECT trim level and there’s a Samsung 
Galaxy A3 mobile phone as part of the package.The car will 
talk to Android or Apple operating systems, letting you talk 
to the world with safety and ease, or listen to your favourite 
music. It will, with a new SEAT CONNECTApp, let you mon¬ 
itor your heartbeat, but best not check moments after that 
idiot pulled out in front of you without looking. 

The CONNECT version of this Ibiza revamp looks like the 
sweet spot of the range and comes pretty well loaded with 
kit. As well as the cleverness outlined above there is satellite 
navigation, DAB radio and a six speaker sound system with 
Bluetooth. 

A pair of 1.0 litre petrol engines are available, one with a 
turbo and more power. Next up is the four-cylinder 1.2 litre of 
the car you see here, with more than useful performance on 
a mix of country roads, where the 43mpg shown at journey’s 
end seemed about par for the course. 

And with every inch covered this latest, mildly tweaked 
Ibiza displayed the crispness in response from steering, 
clutch, gearchange and brakes that mark it out as a member 
of the VW Group family. 

Which makes it a bit of a bargain if you choose carefully.

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Astra heads into space

Vauxhall is hoping to increase 
its presence in the compact es¬ 
tate sector with the latest Astra 
Sports Tourer. 

MPVs and 4x4s might offer more in¬ 
teresting options for family buyers but 
the solid, practical virtues of a good es¬ 
tate are not to be under-estimated. 

This one’s cleaner, more frugal, more 
practical, higher-tech and sharper to look at 
than before. It’s a better package all-round. 

When what you need to fit in your car 
just won’t, you need a bigger car. Family 
hatchback owners confronted with this 
nightmare scenario have a number of 
options at their disposal. They could take 
the rugged route with a compact 4x4, 
choose the versatility of a mini-MPV or step 
up to a medium range saloon. 

Alternatively, they could turn to an 
extended version of the family hatchback 
they already have. The estate car isn’t the 
trendiest or most exciting option, but when 
you need a little bit more room, it does the 
job. Vauxhall’s Astra Sports Tourer is little 
more than an extended Astra hatch but it 
could be all the car you need, especially in 
latest generation form. 

Many of the leading lights in the 
family hatchback sector have an estate 
version. Focus, Golf, Peugeot 308 - the 
manufacturers of all these models see the 
value of tagging another few centimetres 
onto the rear of the five-door hatches to 
give customers the option of extra carrying 
capacity. 

Vauxhall has a history of following suit 
with its Astra but like its rivals, sales of Astra 
estates have traditionally been way down on 
those of the standard hatchback versions. 

The compact estate market looks likely 


to remain a niche one but with flashy Sports 
Tourer branding, this generation Astra estate 
could be destined to take a bigger slice of it. 

Like the rest of the Astra Sports Tourer, 
the suspension is shared with the Astra 
hatchback. Reducing this latest model’s 
weight by up to 200kgs has had a significant 
effect on the way this car drives. 

It now soaks up bumps better and turns 
into the bends more easily, aided by a stiffer 
chassis and torque vectoring that helps with 
cornering traction. As before, this Vauxhall 
does without the kind of independent rear 
suspension system you’d find on a rival 
Ford Focus Estate, instead favouring a neat 
Watts linkage system that claims to reduce 
sideways motion between the axle and 
the body of the car as you go through the 
corners. 

Under the bonnet, those in search of 
petrol power have an up-to the-minute range 
of options. 

We’d suggest you bypass the most 
affordable 100PS 1.4-litre engine in favour of 
the lighter, more responsive and much more 
efficient 105PS 1.0-litre ECOTEC turbo three 
cylinder unit. If you need more power, there 
are a couple of 1.4-litre Turbo powerplants 
offering 125 or 150PS, plus a top 200PS 1.6 
Turbo option. Diesel drivers get Vauxhall’s 
refined 1.6-litre CDTi ‘whisper diesel’ unit 
with a choice of three power outputs - 110, 
136 or 160PS. The HOPS ecoFLEX variant 
delivers class-leading efficiency figures - 
91.2mpg on the combined cycle and 82g/ 
km of C02. 

The Sports Tourer body shape further 
extends the now-sportier styling of the 
seventh generation five-door model. The 
slightly arched sloping roofline gives this 
estate derivative a longer appearance - 
an effect further enhanced by the divided 
C-pillar. The rear view aims to combine 
practicality with a bit of elegant design, but

overall, the emphasis is on a stable, robust 
and safe stance, with the muscular rear- 
wheel arch contours and the divided rear 
light clusters adding to this impression. 
This latest generation Sports Tourer has 
the same dimensions as its predecessor, 
with a length of 4,702mm, a width of 
1,871mm and a height of 1,499mm. 
Despite that, it offers much more space for 
passengers and luggage. 

The driver can enjoy 26mm of additional 
headroom and passengers in the rear 
have 28mm more. The Sports Tourer’s 
total cargo capacity is now 1,630-litres 
with the rear seat folded, this thanks to 
more efficient packaging. 

At the wheel, the characteristic fascia 


element is what Vauxhall refers to as a 
‘blade’-style panel that stretches right 
across the cabin trimmed in piano black 
with a neat chromed edging. Beautifully 
integrated into it is an Intellilink infotainment 
screen, either 7 or 8-inches in size. 

There’s a price premium of around 
£1,000 for the Sports Tourer estate version 
over its five-door hatchback stablemate and 
that means you’ll be paying from just over 
£16,500 to around £21,000 for mainstream 
versions. 

At the affordable end of the petrol line¬ 
up, it’s well worth trying to find the £700 
premium Vauxhall asks to graduate from 
the entry-level 1.4-litre 100PS unit to the 
far more responsive and efficient three 
cylinder 1.0-litre powerplant. 

Want a diesel? Well there are no duffers 
in the Astra black pump line-up any more 
- even the base 110PS 1.6-litre CDTi unit 
(priced from around £18,000) is impressive. 
Most buyers though, pay the necessary 
premium (around £700) to get themselves 
this engine in pokier 136PS guise. 

Conventional automatic transmission is 
only available on the 150PS 1.4-litre petrol 
Turbo model or the 136PS version of the 
1.6-litre CDTi diesel - for a premium of 
around £1,300 over the manual variant. 
However, at the bottom of the range, you 
can get a simpler ‘Easytronic’ set-up - 
essentially a manual gearbox without a 
clutch - on the 1.0-litre petrol engine for a 
premium of just £400. 

Standard equipment across the 
range includes alloy wheels and an 
Intellilink colour infotainment touchscreen 
compatible with the latest Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto systems. We particularly 
like the ‘OnStar’ personal connectivity 
system that offers destination downloads, 
wi-fi access, vehicle tracking system and 
automatic accident emergency response.
